He did not believe that 1!0 
per cent of the victims would ever be 
identified In nearly every case, the 
upper portion of the bodies were burned 
away, and in a great many instances 
the lower part of the bodies were not 
touched the fire.

WAS FOUND UNCONSCIOUS 


Mr. Randall Caught Cold While At- 
tending 5 O’Clock Mass—Devel- 
oped Into Grip, and Yester- 
day Morning He Was 
Found Unconscious, 


Augusta, Ga., January !4.—James Ry- 
der Randall died here this afternoon 
shortly after 4 o'clock, after a few 
hours’ serious illness. Several days ago 
Mr. Randall, who-was a devout Catho- 
lic, caught cold whe attending five- 
o'clock mass on an fnclement morning. 
He was of rugged health and refused to 
yield to his symptoms, even when it 
developed into grip. Monday was a 
wretched day, but he was about, though 
complaining much. 

This morning he .was found uncon- 
scious, his lungs having eongested, and 
this was the immediate cause of his 
death, 

Mr. Randal!', who was 69 years. old 
New Year's day. has only recently re- 
turned from Baltimore. where he went 
to be present at the old home exercises 
and in which he took a prominent part. 
His last regular assignment was as 
editor of The Morning Star, of “ew Or- 
leans, though he was a regular contribu- 
tor to several well-known publications. 

He is survived by a wife, of a distin- 
guished Carolina family, and two grown 
children, one of whom bears the name of 
his most famous poem, “Maryland, My 
Maryland.” 

The funeral will take place Thursday 
morning from the Sacred Heart church,

THEY MUST PAY 
THE STATE TAX 


All agents of industrial and assess- 
ment insurance companies wil] be re- 
quired this year to pay the state tax of 
$10 put upon all local agents or firms 
of agents of insurance companies, un- 
der paragraph 10, section 2, of the 
genera] tax act. 

Heretofore these agents have been spe- 
cifically exempted from this tax, but 
this exemption was left out of the new 
law, and although they held that it 
was the legislative intention to ex- 
empt them, Attorney General Hart has 
ruled, in response to a request from 
Comptroller Genera] Wright for a con- 
struction of the law, that all insurance 
agents of whatever class must pay the 
tax under the new law. There is no 
evidence that the omission of the ex- 
emption was unintentional, hence these 
agents, like all others, will have to come 
up with the coin. 

There are between 250 and 300 of 
these industrial and assessment insur- 
ance agents in the state, and they col- 
lect anywhere from 5 cents to a dollara 
week from policyholders, on a small 
commission. The tax. it. is said, will 
have to come out of the agent's pocket, 


| as it is not likely that the companies 


will pay it for them. 

There is no doubt that effort will be 
made at the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly to have the law amended 
so as to include this exemption, which 
has always, heretofore, been allowed.

German Statesman Says Presi- 
dent Caused the Panic,

Berlin, January 
an interpellation- in the reichstag to- 
day in reference to the high rate of 
discount charged by the Imperial bank, 
Count Von Kaunitz, conservative, sug- 
gested that President Roosevelt's 
“threats against the trusts’’ were re- 
sponsible for the critical financial situ- 
ation existing today throughout the en- 
tire world. 

Threats Caused 

These threats, the count sald, consti- 
tuted the real cause of the _ present 
financial condition. He added that the 
opponents of the trusts must recognize 
that interference with the financial ac- 
tivity of the United States, which is 
based on the operations of the trusts, 
means interference with the entire 
economic situation in America. ‘‘Ameri- 
eca’s error has been that she allowed the 
trusts to go so long without interfer- 
ence,’ said the speaker. 

Count Von Kaunitz reviewed what he 
called “the frenzied finance’’ of America 
of the past few months, and drew the 
attention of his hearers to the recent 
fight for gold in Europe. He said that 
the amount of gold leaving Europe cannot 
be estimated exactly, but that in the 
month of November alone 138,000,000 
marks (about $39,500,000) had left Ger- 
many for the United States. 
ing. he declared that the assistance 
given by the American treasury depart- 
ment had very little effect in improving 
conditions. 

Return To Bi-Metallism. 


Continuing, the speaker expressed the 
opinion that the United States will need

much more money and that this will 
come from Europe. He then asked 
what means would be adopted to pre- 
vent this outflow, which even a high 
bank rate of discount could not keep 
back. He suggested a moderate return 
to bi-metallism by issuing in Germany 
silver coinage ‘to the amount of 25 
marks per capita, which ‘he said would 
improve the situation. He upheld the 
method of the Bank of France, which 
issues silver coinage to the value of 40 
marks per capitta of population, as a 
model in this connection, deciaring this 
system permitted France to have such 
an enormous gold reserve. 

The shortage of money, according to 
Count Von Kaunitz, made the restora- 
tion of the orderly financial conditions 
questionable, particularly as there are 
indications that a period of industrial 
adversity is beginning.

Criticise a Judge 


Montgomery, Ala., January 14.—The 
hearing today in the United States court 
of the Htigation tetween the railroads 
and the state was enlivened by 
first public utterance of Judge Jones 
On the criticisms heaped upon him by 
Governor Comer. 

Practically all <f the day was con- 
Sumed by Attorney General Garber, the 
firs: speaker, in presenting the state's 
position. 

“The laws which are being attacked 
were passed ordeviy and intelligently 
by the Alabama legislature,” said the 
attorney general :n the course of his 
remarks. ‘“‘We are not here to apolo- 
gise for them or explain away anything. 
They were passed orderly and are de- 
serving of the respect of other laws 
of the state. The court cannot inquire 
into any motive back of these acts, if 
#Dy motives exist, for such inquiry 
would be improper.” 

“The court heartily agrees with you,” 
said Judge Jones. “The court is inquir- 
ing into the effect of the laws and not 
into the motives behind their adoption. 
I agrce with you that it is not decent 
for a judge to criticise a governor or a 
Bovernor to criticise the action of a 
state government; nor is Tt decent for a 
judge.”

INVESTIGATION IS DEMANDED 


Lewis Alleges That Fertilizer Com- 
panies Are Levying Heavy Toll 
on Farmers, and Introduces 
Resolution for Action by 
the Government,

Washingtcn, January 14.—(Special.)— 
Representative Lewis has declared war 
on the alleged fertilizer trust. Ordi- 
narily Mr. Mewis is classed among the 
conservatives. He has not enthuse 
over the popular game of railroad bait- 
ing, and he has not participated in trust- 
bustingg He has not expended fervid 
rhetoric in denunciation of the corpora- 
tions. But this does hot mean that Mr. 
Lewis condones the offenses of real 
trusts or illegal monopolies. Believing 
that the alleged fertilizer trust is levy- 
ing a heavy toll upon the farmers of 
Georgia and the country for a product 
that is as necessary to the farm as [ood 
is to the farmer, Mr. Lewis proposes that 
the government shall make an investi- 
gation and punish the offenders if any 
unlawful practices are disclosed, To 
that end he today introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Whereas it is generally known that 
there exists a combination in the form 
of a trust among the manufacturers of 
commercial fertilizaps, by which the 
price of the output of the factories that 
are parties to this unlawful contract is 
tixed, controlled and maintained; and 

“Whereas the price of commercial] fer- 
tilizers or guano as a result of this cone 
Spiracy in restraint of trade has for 
the past six or eight years steadily ad- 
vanced, and during the present season, ' 
when general depression prevails over 
the country and prices of the products 
Of ihe farm and all other cummoditiles 
have been reduced, has increased one 
dollar per ton; and 

“Whereas the factories composing the 
so-called fertilizer trust own, control 
and fix the price of phosphate beds and 
other ingredients necessary in the man-| 
ufacture and mixture of fertilizers, thus 
controlling the independent manufactur- 
er and establishing themselves more 
Strongly in their unlawful attempt to 
monopolize the manufacture and sale of 
all grades of fertilizers and to fix and 
control the price thereof; and 

“Whereas this arbitrary fixing, con- 
trolling, maintaining and advancing the 
prices of commercial fertilizers by 
means of unlawful combinations is un- 
fair to and works a great hardship on 
the farmers of the south and west who 
are the consumers of fertilizers and who 
are absolutely at the mercy of those 
who compose this unlawful combine; 

“Therefore be it resolved, That the sec- 
retary of commerce and lwbor be and is 
hereby authorized and directed imme- 
diately to inquire, investigate and re-| 
port to congress whether there is any 
ceontract,.understanding, combination in

South Carolina Governor on 
Railroad Situation 


MESSAGE TO LEGISLATURE 


Governor Ansel, in Discussing Rail- 
roads, Says Chief Thing Wanted 
Is Better* Service — Several 
Important Recommen- 
dations Made. 


. 


Columbia, S. C., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The South Carolina general as- 
sembly convened here today, and will 
continue in session for forty days. 

After the routine business of the 
opening day, the message of Governor 
Ansel was read in both houses. 

The following reference was made 
to the railroad situation: 

“While other states have had much 
litigation with reference to railroad 
passenger rates during the past year, 
South Carolina has been free from this 
character of litigation, and I am glad 
to report to you that In a conference 
had with the president and other rep- 
resentatives of the Southern railway, 
they stated to me that on or about 
the Ist of April, 1§908, they will put 
on a flat passenger rate of 21-2 cents 
per mile, and will sell mileage books 
at 2 and 21-4 cents per mile in this 
state. I have a letter to this effect 
from President Finley, a copy of which 
I will place in your hands, with a spe- 
cial message on the subject, setting 
forth their whole plan. ” 

“Some requirements 
of the railroads—that they give more 
accurate information as to delayed 
trains, and as soon as practicable bet- 
ter equipment and service on all the 
roads should be demanded. 

“The importance of these things will 
be shown by the report of the railroad 
commission, which will be made to you 
at this session. More power should be 
given the railroad commission to com- 
pel compliance with reasonable orders, 
rules and regulations made by them. 
They have made, in their report, sev- 
eral very important recommendations 
and suggest amendments to the rail- 
road law which are highly essential. 
I call your special attention to these 
recomnréndations, and I ask your care- 
ful consideration of the same.”

Valdosta, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)— 
The Sea Island Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion of Georgia and Florida had its an- 
nual meeting here today and among 
the most important business was the 
receiving of the report from the com- 
mittee which has had a discussion with 
representatives of the Jacksonville 
board of trade as to a plan for ware- 
housing and holding the cotton crop. 

The committee's recommendation, 
which was unanimously adopted, was as 
follows: “We recommend the formula- 
tion of an incorporation at once of a 
Sea Island Cotton Warehousing and 
Holding Company, with headquarters 
in Jacksonville, Fla., with a capital

“Second. We recommend also that the 
Sea Island Cotton Association be incor- 
porated. 

“Third. We also recommend that 
there be organized a guarantee com- 
pany for the purpose of insuring the 
receipts {issued by the Warehousing 
and Holding Company. 

“Fourth. We recommend that a com- 
mittee of five with President Jordan 
as chairman be appointed to at once 
take up the matter of financing the 
present cotton crop with tne Jackson- 
ville board of trade the committee to 
be appointed by the president. 

“Fifth. We recommeng that a com- 
mittee of seven be appointed at once to 
take up the matter of incorporating 
the Warehousing and Holding Com- 
pany. 

“The Sea Ysland Cotton Association 
cordially invites all other farmers’ or- 
ganizations to unite with us and help 
make this movement a success. Re- 
spectfully submitted, Harvie Jordan, 
President; T. J. Appleyard, Secty.’’

Paying the Teachers. 

With the reports from twelve coun- 
ties missing, which would run the 
amount up to something like $700,000, 
it has been found that there is still 
due local and county school systems of 
the state ‘from the 1907 school fund a 
balance of $628,870.35, for whith sum 
Governor Smith yesterday drew his 
Warrant on the state treasury. 

Attached to the warrant was a state- 
ment submitted today by School Cormh- 
Pound showing the 
amount still due each of the local 
and county school systems which have 
submitted their reports in compliance 
with requirement of law, as a prece- 
dent to receiving their allotment. 

The total amount due local school 
systems is $203,914.47, and the amount 
due county systeins, with the excep- 
tions stated, is $424,955.88. 

Checks for the amounts due in each 
case Will be drawn by the treasury 
department as rapidly as possible and 
turned over to the state school come 
missioner for forwarding to the proper 
authorities. It is expected now that 
these checks will begin to get into the 
mails by tomorrow_night, and before 
the end of the week all of them will 
have been sent out. 

Thus will the teachers get the bal- 
ance due for work in 1907. 


Will Put on Same Rates. 


The Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad, it is sfated, will join the 
Southern ahaar in putting on the 
same schedule of passenger rates in 
Georgia to which the Southern has 
agreed. 

The Georgia Southern was another 
of the railroads for which a 2 1-2 cent 
rate was fixed under the Terrell ad- 
ministration, and, as with the South- 
ern, the only difference will be in the 
mileage books, which will be sold for 
business purposes at 2 cents and for 
family use at 21-4 cents, 

It is reported that the Atlantic Coast 
Line has announced its intention of 
putting into effect similar rates in 
South Carolina, which action, it is be- 
lieved, will be followed by putting on 
lower priced mileage books in Georgia. 
The Georgia rate on the Atlantic Coast 
Line is already 21-4 cents. 


Aska Clemency for Rogers. 


Judge H. D. D. Twiggs, of Savannah, 
yesterday filed with the prison commis- 
sion a petition for commutation to life 
imprisonment for Willie Rogers, a 
white man of Savannah, who is under 
sentence of death for murder. The com. 
mission once turned down this applica- 
tinon, since which time the courts 
have declined to grant him a new trial 
upon extraordinary motion, and she has 
just been resentenceg to death. The 
present application for clemency is in 
general terms and states the discovery 
of evidence in his favor which was not 
presented on the occasion of the trial. 
It will be considered by the commig- 
sion at the February meeting.

GOVERNOR SMITH SPEAKS | 


Governor Hoke Smith’ last night made 
the following speech at the annual 
banquet of the Atlanta Freight Bureau 
at the New Kimball house: 


Since yeur last meeting legislation has been 
passed in Georgia enlarging the powers of 
the railroad commission, and the new com- 
mission has been engaged in the work of aa- 


the railroads with due regard to the rights 


A panic also has come upon the country, 
starting, so far as the United States are con- 
cerned, in New York city, and reaching out 
from that joint. 

A few irresponsible newspaper writers, 
backed by a very small portion of the public, 
have sought to attribute the panic, national 
in its scope, to what we have done in Georgia 
companies. 
1 will net place upon these slanderers .the 
they well deserve. Severe language 
toward them is unnecessary. Their insin- 
cerity and malice are so transparent that the 
most careless observers understands their 
conduct. 

The CGeorgia legislation extended only to 
the passage of a bill enlarging the powers of 
the railroad commission and increasing their 
number. . 


Firmness and Conservatiam. 


The ra!lroad commission is making a record 
of firmness and conservatism, of devoted ta- 
bor in behalf of the people of the state, tem- 
pered by a wise recognition of the rights of 
Investors in railroad properties. They have 
recognized the doctrine that all of thgir

The commerce of our land depends today 
for transportation entirely upon railway com- 
Rallroad companies have been con- 
solidated until competitipn between them 
ceased, transportation of all com- 
both as to the nature of 
the service and as to the charges for the 
service, solely upon the will of a few men, 
located principally upon Wall street, and en- 
gaged chiefly in stock and bond speeulations, 
unless the raflroad companies are regulated 
and supervised hy duly constituted national 
and state authorities. 

The merchants, the farmers and the manu- 
facturérs depend upon transportation for the 
profits they earn from their labors. The em- 
ployee of the merchant, of the farmer and 
the manufacturer depends In turn upon these 
profits for the pay which he receives. The 
value of property depends upon the profitable 
uses to which it can be placed.

Aboat Transportation Charges. 


Transportation charges and service by rail- 
road companies can make and unmake the 
Value of all property in the United States, 
the earning capacity of every business in tiie 
United States, and the wages of almost every 
employee in the United States. 

if railroad companies are to be left free 
from national and state regulation, then the 
few men who own them can make and un- 
make the balance of the people of this coun- 
try, simply as they see fit to do so. 

A railroad ig a public carrier, and the 
courts have held that it stands upon a dif- 
ferent footing from an ordinary corporation; 
that it is chaged with public duties, both as 
to the nature of its service and the charges 
which it makes for the service, and the courts 
have furthermore held that the nation and 
the states have the right, through duly conr- 
stituted authorities, to supervise and control 
the rates and the service of railroad com- 
panies. “7 * \ 

1 would have every thinking man through- 
out our country understand that supervision 
and regulation of transportation companies 
by the nation and by the states is an abso- 
lute necessity, and that no higher public 
service is offered than a fair, firm, patriotic 
effort to protect and enforce proper national 
and state regulatiogs of transpertation com- 
panies. 

There is no occasion for a clash between 
these various authorities. As the national 
government and the national congress handle 
great problems that reach from ocean to 
ocean, so. the national railroad commission 
will handle problems of interstate transpor- 
tation. As the stg@te authorities and -the 
state legislature handle matters a lecal 
character unsuited for national control by 
reason of the diversity of interests in our 
great country, so the local railroad commis- 
sion will, handle the problems of tntrastate 
supervision and rates, problems that could 
not successfully be handled by "the national 
railroad commission. 

When our enemies charge that Georgia 
legislation has produced the national panic, 
they forget that Governor LaFollette, several 
years ago, perfected and put into operation in 
Wiscohsin laws quite similar to ours; that 
Governor Johnson, of Minnesota, did the same 
thing for his state; that Governor Hughes, of 
New York; has done the same thing for his 
state, and that in a number of other states, 
north as well as south, this good work has 
been going on during the past few years. 

Wheén they say that railroad property has 
been attacked in the south our section is 
slandered. 


Situation in Other States. 


T have said that in Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and New York legislation similar to ours 
has been passed. I might name a dozen other 
states in the same class. I wish it, however, 
distinctly understood that I regard the Cand- 
ler bill as the best railroad commission and 
public utility bill that has been passed ip 
the United States. 

President Roosevelt and

The conditions existed, and the light was 
turned on a Ittle sooner than was expected. 
The jar came earlier, but had it been delayed 
the crash would have been far more terrific. 

The wise national and state regulation and 
supervision which is today in progress means 
the protection of the public from robberies 
such as we have experienced in the past few 
years. It will place corporate securities on a 
safer basis. jt will make their earning ca- 
pacity lees speculative» but more certain, and 
it will protect the earnings of the great body 
of the public from extortion while their right 
to fair servicé will be guarantced. 

In connection with the work of national 
and state railroad commissions,.I have one 
suggestion. for national legislation which [I 
believe wise and most llpful. . 

By national legislation it should be pro- 
vided that tla. findings of facts by ygailroad 
commissions shall be accepted as conylusive 
in the courts of the United States, leaving 
= courts only to investigate questions of 
aw. 

While I make the suggestion that the final 
findings by ratlroad commissions upon facts 
should be conclusive upon the courts, [I wish 
to congratulate the people of Georgia that 
the work is going on.in this state without 
the slightest conflict between the commission 
and the judictary, and that while other states 
have been so unfortunate as to suffer through 
the interference of federal judges, in Georgia, 
nothing has happened to produce friction, sa 
much to be regretted between railroad com- 
Missions and the judiciary. 

Let us consider this suggestion just for a 
moment. Your state railroad commission ir- 
vestigates thoroughly a question of freight 
rates; it determines that a certain rate 19 
reasonable and just; that it gives to the 
railroad company a reasonable and just profit.

railroad commission is composed of met 
trained to this work.

They have served the raliroads with notica 
and heard all the evidence presented.

road commission, because this master in 
chancery disagreed with the. railroad com- 
mission.

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WRECK REPORT MADE; — 
NO CAUSE IS GIVEN 


No cause for the wreck which oc- 
curred on the Southern at Hiram last 
Tuesday is assigned in the detailed 
report filed with Chairman S. G. Me- 
Lendon, of the railroad commission of 
Georgia, by J. S. B. Thompson, assist- 
ant to the president of the Southern, 
yesterday afternoon. 

In referring to the cause of the 
wreck, the report says: “Our people, on 
the scene, charged with the duty of 
investigating the wreck are unable to 
assign any cause for it.” This is the 
meat in the report, which covers some 
twenty-odd pages of typewritten pa- 
per. The report is made from. those, 
compiled by Superintendent M. M. 
Richey, of the Atlanta division of the 
Southern; General Superintendent H. E. 
Hutchens and Chief Engineer D. W. 
Lum, of Washington, who personally 
visited the scene of the wreck on the 
day after it occurred.
